Farmers’ Desperate Plight.Farmers in 
North Galway are in a desperate plight as a 
result of heavy and continuous rains, writes 
our Tuam Correspondent. The lands are 
flooded, and in many places potato crops are 
submerged, while;no peat can be cut. The 
floods are as bad as in January last and the 
worst experienced for sixty years.

Lafferty, a mason, Strabane, summoned James 
Toorish, slater and plasterer, a member of the

alleged assault by attempting to strike him on 
the head with a stick on May 19th last. 
Lafferty said that he was employed on new 
houses being built by the Strabane Urban 
District Council, and was cementing the floor 
when the defendant came in and ordered him 
to stop, saying that he would not allow him 
to do a plasterer’s work. Lafferty replied 
that it was.a mason’s work, and that he had 
always done it. Toorish had interfered with 
witness in his work previously. _ When the 
witness ordered Toorish out, as he was told 
to do by the Town Surveyor any time that he 
might come in ‘‘ without.a note,” the de- 
fendant ‘‘ lifted a stick and winded it over my 
head, saying he would cut the head off me.” 
He called the witness an impostor and a 
fraud. Bernard Kane said that he was em- 
loyed as a plasterer at this work, and when 
em saw Lafferty doing the concrete’ floor, he 
sent for Toorish, the President of their Union. 
The defendant conducted his own case, and 
declared that this was a dispute between two 
unions. When Toorish shouted loudly to 
Lafferty ‘‘ Answer the question, sir,” there 
was loud laughter in court. The magistrate 
said that they would give Mr. Toorish every 
latitude within reason, but they could not 
allow the court to be turned into a theatre. 
The defendant must keep his temper and not 
shout. The Chairman afterwards announced 
that the magistrates did not take a serious 
view of the case, which it dismussed. They 
thought that Mr. Toorish stood up for his 
rights in the wrong way.

POOR LAW APPOINTMENTS. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRIS TIMES. 
Srr,—The account of the evidence given by 
me before the Northern Poor Law Com- 
mission a few days ago stated that I 
advocated the appointment of Commis- 
sioners, as local administrators, by the 
County Council. This is a _ misinter- 
pretation of my meaning. I urged, as in 
America, the appointment of Commissioners 
by the omutéal authority—i.e., the State 
overnment. I instanced that wherever they 
had been appointed, either in Ulster or the 
Free State, hey had done their work with 
economy and efficiency and complete satisfac- 
tion to the public, whereas the innumerable 
county authorities and committees, except the 
County Councils, are generally careless, in- 
experienced, extravagant, badly informed, 
ro maoir and distinctly biassed both in 
politics and religion. 
It is On account of this peculiarity in this 
unhappy country that the. appointments ic 
the Poor Law medical service should be made 
by examination. I pointed out that, before 
the division: of Ireland, this was the universal 
opinion of the Irish medical profession, and 
I see no reason why the same view should 
not be held in Ulster. On the contrary, the 
necessity is accentuated, because, if the best 
educated and most experienced doctor or 
surgeon should appear before one of our 
elective committees, -his appointment would 
entirely depend, not on his professional ex- 
perience and attainments, but on the exact 
road which he selected to reach the heavenly 
mansions. Can either Colonel Howard or 
tain Herdman deny the impeachment? I 
think not.—Yours, etc.,
